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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Examiner acknowledges the Applicants amendments to claims 1,12, and 

20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 6-26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1,11 and 20, wherein the transmitter is operable to transmit at 
a signal level, and the first circuit and the second circuit are coupled to a supply 
potential having a value of about twice the signal level. 

Regarding claim 6-10, as being dependent on claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 21-23, as being dependent on claim 20. 

Regarding claim 24-26, as being dependent on claim 1 1 

Regarding claim 12, wherein the output signal has a signal level, and the first 
circuit and the second circuit are coupled to a supply potential having a value of about 
twice the signal level. 
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Regarding claim 13-15, as being dependent on claim 12. 

Regarding claim 16, wherein the transmitter transmits at the signal level and the 
first circuit and the second circuit are coupled to a supply potential having a value of 
about twice the signal level. 

Regarding claim 17-19, as being dependent on claim 16.
